for another Worked All Winnipeg QSO party. Let's see what 
our rigs can do without a repeater. From your home QTH on 
a base antenna, mobile or a portable with a 17" rubber duck 
try and log 25 (or more) contacts within the city of Winnipeg. 


You are not limited to 2 meters. Any contact made direct 
between two stations without a repeater counts. Any band, 
mode, even D-STAR, DMR & Fusion. Make contact with 
fellow digital voice enthusiasts on analog and then QSY to 
another frequency to try digital. For D-STAR set your radio 
to 145.670 or 446.100 in DV mode and UR field to CQCQCQ. 
For DMR, program your radio with 446.500, color code 1, 
time slot 1. For Fusion try 145.690 or 446.125 


No QSL cards needed. A copy of your log book with two 
other Hams who have checked your log and mail (unless you 
run into VE4HK at coffee) it with $2.00 to cover the cost of 
the certificate and postage to:

As many Amateur Radio operators know there is a 
radio service called the Family Radio Service (FRS) 
and another radio service called the General Mobile 
Radio Service (GMRS). Both of these services are 
available in Canada and the USA. However, as 
September 28th, 2017 there are some substantial 
differences in these services in the two countries.

As Amateur Radio operators, you should know that 
you can not use your Amateur Radio in any other 
service other than amateur radio as it is not type 
approved. This is even if it is capable of transmitting 
on frequencies out of the amateur radio bands, such as 
the FRS & GMRS services. So your various flavours of 
Chinese radios as well as the big three that are capable 
of out of band transmissions, should not be used in the 
FRS or GMRS services.
